Automobile Association is issuing to the million or more California ‘ 
motor car owners who will receive their new 1925 license plates : 
during the month of February. George E. Sandford, the Associa ‘ : 


tion’s general attorney yesterday called motorists’ attention to the 
requirements of the law with respect to attaching license plates to 
the car. 

Sandford said that in view of the fact that in a number of 
communities arrests are being made and fines assessed motorists 
who have not met the legal requirements, that motorists should take 
advantage of the change of license plates and spend an extra five 
‘minutes in properly attaching them to the car. 

According to Sandford, Section 43 (b) of the California 
Vehicle act requires that “every number plate shall at all times b: 
securely fastened to the vehicle to which it is assigned so as to pre- 
vent the plate from swinging and at a minimum distance of 16 
inches from the ground, in a position to be clearly visible, and shall 
be maintained free from foreign materials and in a condition to be 
clearly legible’.

Eliminating a personal devil, and a literal hell is a dream of 
the modern progressive theologian, but the fire demon on earth is 
still responsible for enormous waste and a foe of human endeavor.

Fire. insurance rates of a city or town cannot be lowered until 
the physical hazard is lessened. 
The water supply must be adequate, the number of fire hy- 
drants ‘sufficient for rapid and efficient fire-fighting, old buildings 
of an easily inflamable character of construction must be torn 
down and it is very important that rubbish and trash be not al- 
lowed to accmulate. 
. This fact is being more widely recognized and; instead of 
demanding lower rates, cities are looking around for ways and 


means to decrease their fire hazzards so that reduced rates will be 
warranted. :
